Pinchot) is failing lamentably to enforce 
prohibition in his own state. 
The Tribune 
seems to be going to a lot of trouble to 
prove something which is already known 
and which Mr. Pinchot himself admits. 
The extreme wetness of Pennsylvania, 
the general’ and flagrant disregard of the] 
liquor laws there, has been not only ad­ 
mitted but proclaimed again and again by 
the Pennsylvania governor. 
He has used

BROKEN VALVE CUT 
OFF W ATER SUPPLY 


The Interruption in water service 
Tuesday afternooi 
was due to a 
broken valve in the bottom of the 
concrete wash water tower east of 
the filter plant. 
This elevated tank 
is carried full of filtered water at 
all times for washing the sand filter 
beds. 
When a 
filter bed is operat- 
lug, the water being filtered perco­ 
lates downward through the sand 
bed leaving the sediment on top and 
in the upper layers of sand. 
In a 
few hours, depending on the con­ 
dition of the water being filtered, 
one can understand how this de­ 
posit on top of the sand can become 
so heavy as to almost prevent the 
flow of water downward through the 
filter bed. 
The operating custom 
is to discontinue the application of 
the raw’ water to the top of the 
inter bed w’hen the deposit of sedi­ 
ment on the sand had reduced the 
capacity of the filter bed 25 or 30 
percent, as shown by loss of head 
instruments. 
It is then necessary 
to send a heavy reverse current of 
filtered water from the bottom up­ 
ward through the filter sand bed to 
wash aw’ay the accumulated sedi­ 
ment and clean the sand grains, tho 
dirty water passing off through a 
sewer. 
This operation in each in­ 
stance 
requiring 
ordinarily 
from 
seven to ten minutes. 
The wash 
water is then cut off and the opera­ 
tion reversed, applying 
the 
raw 
water to the top of the sand bed 
again and the process of filteration 
proceeds. 
We were handling 
rather 
bad 
water yesterday when the vs Ive in 
the 
bottom of 
wash 
tank failed 
and by the time the engineer had 
this repaired the filters had become 
so foul it w«s impossible to get suf­ 
ficient clear water through to main­ 
tain pressure. 
The contingency of trouble with 
the wash tank had been provided 
for at the time of installation of 
plant by a direct connection to the 
main force line to town to provide 
for wash water, but as it had never 
been -necessary to use this source 
in the eight years the filter plant 
has been in operation the engineers 
had forgotten the location of the 
valve controlling this operation. 
By 
the time I could get to the pump \ 
station with the blue prints show­ 
ing the location of this valve, the 
sand beds were in very bad con-, 
Aition, and although we were using * 
the direct pressure wash in a few . 
minutes we made little Impression 
on tile fouled sand beds for some 
time. 
The conditions are improving 
slowly, but it will be several days 
before we are back 
to 
normal 
operating conditions. 
Many of our people who take an 
interest in and visit our plant oc­ 
casionally understand 
the 
general 
principal of the operation of our 
rapid sand filteration plant, but I 
considered it opportune to make this 
detailed explanation in order that 
the general public might be inform­ 
ed concerning the accurate require­ 
ments in filter operation. 
Under the circumstances, all we 
can do is to ask our customers to 
bear with us a short time until we 
get back to normal conditions again, 
and remember that for eight years 
we have given them the best water 
and the best service rendered by 
any water company in the state of 
Missouri.

Ices of all kinds are always a 
pleasure to serve. On a more elab­ 
orate occasion a sauce makes the 
dessert uncommon. 
Vanilla Ice Cream, Fruit Sauce.— 
To one quart of thin cream aud one 
cupful of sugar, one-fourth of a tea­ 
spoonful of salt, one and one-half 
tablespoonfuh of vanilla, the whites 
of four eggs beaten stilt. Freeze 
and serve with: 
Fruit Sauce.—Pour boiling water 
over one-fourth of a pound of 
dates; drain, stone and cut into 
pieces. Add one-half pint bottle of 
maraschino cherries and the sirup 
and one-half bottle of green figs 
with the sirup. 
Let stand over 
night, then add one-hal? pound of 
almonds blanched, shredded and 
browned. 
Roast Hamburg Steak.—To one 
and one-half pounds of hamburg 
steak add two slices of salt pork 
finely chopped, one-half cupful of 
bread crumbs, one egg and three- 
fourths of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Shape into a loaf, dredge with flour, 
and over the top place a few strips 
of salt pork. 
Roast forty-five min­ 
utes. basting every seven minutes,

To the liquid add water to make a 
cupful. 
Brown one and one-half 
tablespoonfuls of butter with two 
of flour and add the liqu d from the 
pan.

Sauce.—Cook in a cheesecloth in 
boiling water any firm-grained fish 
until tender.
